Don't much wonder, ' that the preſent State of the Church 
of Scetland ſhould be a little furpriſing'to you, '4t-your retarn 
from your Travels beyond Seas, it being ſo'very much 
changed from what it was ſome Years ago, when you were 
laſt in Scotland, that the bare refleAion upon it muſt needs 
occalion Grief and Sadneſs to any who are cndued with the leaſt 
ſenſe of Religion or Morality, The Church: was thenih a. flou- 
riſhing condition, her Authority and: Diſcipline -in« fucti* force and 
vigour, that a Sentence of Excommunication was even: terrible to 
the molt. wicked and prophane 3 . her Paſtors were Men of Judg- 
ment, Learning, and Prudence, and of ſuch unblameable Lives and 
Converſations, that they. quite ftopt. the Mouths of their caluminiat- 
ing and malicious Enemies, Whereas now. the Scene of Atairs is 
ſo much altered, that the Church is made level | with.the ground, 
and her Adverſaries take pleaſure inthe rubbiſh thereof; the Apo» 
ſtolical Order of Biſhops totally ſubverted, and the greateſi part of 
the Epiſcopal Clergy barbarouſly driven from their reſpeRive Chur- 
ches, many of which are at preſent void and deſtitute .of; Palior . 
and their Flocks left deſolate,' like Sheep wandring without # Sherp- 
herd z others - of their Churches are invaded by Meri -whg «an: lay 
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ligion, ?tis to hg fearcd, they have propagated 
more Atheiſm and L[rrcligionfla thetNation, - than many Years will 
be able to root out.

. This Memorial was wrote ſometime before the Prince of Orange was 
proclaimed King of Englexd; and the Author's deſign in it, was to in. 
form-the Prince, how {cditioufly and rebcllioufly the Presbyterians in 
S$cotland had behaved themfelves under the Reigns of K. Fames VL 
K. Charles 1. and K. Charles II. how in the Reign of K. Charles I. they 
overturned:not only the Government of the Church, but uſurped like- 
wiſe that of the State, reſcinded all the Royal Prerogatives, and mur- 
thered Thouſands of the King's beſt Subjes, beſides the many other 


Barbaritics' which they committed under the pretence of —_—

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And: from hence the Author takes occafi on to ſhew the Prince, how 
much his Tatere't obliged him to ſuppreſs thet infolent Party, whole 
Principles and PraQices were not only inconfiſtent with the Monar. 
chy, 'but even deſtru@ive of all human Society 3-and that on the con- 
trary, Epiſcopacy being neceſfary for the fupport of the Monarchy, 
he ought to make it his chiet care and concern to maintain and ſup- 
port it 3 and the rather, becauſe he had ſo ſolemnly engaged his Ho- 
nor-tor the Defence thereof; for having pabliſhed in his Declaration, 
That his deſign of coming over was to ſupport the Laws of the Nation, 
he tells Him, That he was therefore in Honor bound to ſupport Epiſ- 
copacy, it being confirmed by Twenty Szven Parliaments of that King- 
do

The Obſervations npon the Presbyterians Addreſs to the Prince of 
Orange me! done by another Pen : They fufficiently expoſe the Con- 
rradition and Inconliftercy that always appcars in the Actions of that 
Party. In their Addreſs to the P. of Orange, they complain heavily 
of their Oppreſſion and Suffering under K, Famer's Government, that 
They were lying in the Month of the Lyon, while Refuge failed, and rohen 
they looked on their right and left Hands, there was no Man found to pity 
them, 1#l the Lord raiſed np bis Highneſs for their Deliverance. And.yce 
notwithſtanding theſe heavy and” grievous Complaints, we find that 
in their Addreſs to K. Famer, they render him their humble and hearty 
Thanks, for putting a ſtop to their long and ſad Sufferings for Nonconfor- 
mityz and they acknowledg the receipt of Favors from him, valuable 
above all earthly Comforts, Nay, lo little reaſon have they to complain 
of Perſecution from him, that it's known how the leading Mea of 
that Faction were only carcfled and cajoled by the then Miniſters of 
Jeate to a very high degree, and preferr'd to Places of great Truſt in 
the Nation. And they-themſelves were then fo ſenſible of theſe Oh- 
ligations, that out of Gratitude-they offered to uſe their Intereſt for 
carrying on the Deſigns at that time ſet on foot by the PapiRts for prc* 
moting of Popery in theſe Dominions, 

It is very well known to any who were then in Scotland, how emi. 
nently they comply'd with the Diſpenſing Power in taking an Indulgence 
from the Papiſis, how they magnifi'd K. Fames upon that account. 
as the beſt of Kings that ever reigned ; and how a@ive ſome of the 
moſt pragmatical Men of that Party were , in engaging all of their 
own perſuaſion to promote a Relaxation of the Penal Laws, and in pcr- 
faading fuch Members of Parliament as they could influence, to go 
along. with-the Deſigns of the Court therein, And this is ſo noto-

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+1 ' rious, that one of their own Preachers * was” ſe- 
for "a verely checked and rebuked| by the Party, becauſe 
much about that time, in a n preached before 
their Provincial Aſſembly at: Edinburgh, he ſignified his diſlike of theſe 
Proceedings, and laid before them the dangezous Conſequences of the 
fame, how fatal ſuch Methods would at la{t prove to the Proteſtant 
Religion in theſe Nations. I could hexe entertain you with a great 
many Inſtances of their Behaviour under R.Fames's Government, and 
of their ready complyances with all the Pgpith Deſigns then ſet on foot, 
but-that I think it akogether ſuperfluous, ſince one

that they have never as yet attempted to anſwer him, or to vindicate 
themſelves from thoſe many Scandals and Reproaches wherewith he (0 
juſtly charges them z nay, on the contrary, hey are ſo conſcious of 
their own Guilt, that in their Addrels to the P. of Orange, they very 
very frankly own it, and makea long Apology to his Highneſs for it. 
The next thing that appear'd. abroad with relation to our Scotch

It gave us buy a very ſhort and brief, thoa true, account of the mapy 
Aﬀronts and Indignities that were done to the Epiſcopal Clergy of that 
Kingdom, by the Presbyterians there 3 but after having eriumerated 
ſome few Inſtances of their atrocious Cruelties, ſuch as the killing of 
one Miniſter, the daybing of anothers Face with Excrements, and the 
-iahumane uſage of che Wife of a third, tho in Childbed, he at laſt con- 
cludes, That it was beyond the power of words 10 expreſs their Miſery to that 
degree & they ſuffered it, This Leiter had not-been very long publiſh*d, 
when there cotnes out a {currilous Pamphlet, under pretence of an 
Anſwer to it; it was calF'd 


A brief and true account of the Suffcrings of the Church of Scotland, oc- 
cafion*d by the Epizcopalians fince the Tear 1660. being a Vindication 
of their Majeſties Government in that Kingdom, relating to the Pro- 
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eeedings againſt the Biſhop! and Clerg $ there, With ſome Aninad-

The Author of .this Pamphl:t, inſtead of anſwering the Letter, as 
he pretends, ſumms up, and highly aggravates the Puniſhments that 
were juſtly inflited upon the Presbyterian Diſſenters by the Civil Go» 
vernment, for their frequent Infurreions and Rebellions againſt it, 
and. charges the Epiſcopal Clergy asthe Authors of all their Sufferings 
upon that account; The Proceedings of the Civil Magiltrate again. 
this reb:llious Crew are ſufficiently vindicated by a learned Pen, as [ 
(hall afterwards inform you. And as for the Bzhaviour of the Epil- 
copal Clergy, with relation to the Sufferings of theſe Min, they were 
ſo far from being any ways the Authors of them, that there may be 
many Inſtances given, where the Clergy have interceeded for their 
Pardon, and actually ſaved many of them from the Gallows, which. 
they could not have eſcaped, had they b:en left to the duz courſe of 
Law: And yet theſe Men did afterwards prove ſo ungrateful,. that 
they were.the chict Inſtruments of all the. Sufferings aud Perſecution 
which thoſe Clergy-Men, to whom-chey owed. their Lives and For- 
tunes, met with in this late unhappy Revolution of our Church AF- 
fairs, _ And this is plain in the Caſe of Sir Fobu Riddel and Mr. Chiſholm, 
Miniſter at Liſly, whom he was then proſecuting for his Non-com+ 
plyancez and yet, at the ſame time, ingenuouſly confeſſed to him, 
before a good many Witneſſes, that he had been very much obtiged 
to-him, and proteſted he would never have treatcd him at that rate, it 
it had not been Matter of Conſcience to him, 

This Anſwcris all over tuff 'd with ſo many groundleſs R:fle&ions 
and Aſperſions upon the Clergy, and fi'Pd with ſuch obſcene and ſcur- 
rillous Language, without the lealt ſemblance of Reaſon or Argument, 
that the true way of anſwering it, had been to publiſh to the World a 
true and. impartial Hiſtory of the Author's Life and Actions, that by 
comparivg_it -with his Writings, they might eaſily perceive what 
Credit ns, Authority they ought to have among all ſerious and ſo- 
ber Men, I muſt confeſs, I'm a great Enemy to alt perſonal Refle- 
Rions in whatever kind of Writings, as knowing how prejudicial 

th.y ofien are to the Merit of the Cauſe, and how antichriſtian it is* * 
for us to publiſh to the World the perſonal Infirmities of our Brethren, 
when the Laws of Religion oblige us rather to cover and conceal them, 


and to endeavour to reclaim them by a private and brotherly Admo-

ritlons yet when Men do thus diveſt thtmfelves of all Moratity and 
Raligion;” as at this rate, without the Teaft reftraint of Modelty or 
good Manners, to beſpatter thefacred Perſons of Princes and Prelatcs, 
I know no other way to deal with them, bat cither to oblige them pub. 
ickly to'recant their Calumnies and Afﬀperfions, or at leaft to fight

. There was itideed a Reply very ſoon returned tothis Anſwer, which, 
I ſuppoſe, did not alittle difcompoſe our Author, it giving him a ſmall 
taſt of what Treatment he might expe, if he ſhould (till continue ta 
write at this extravagant and ſcurrilous rate, The Ticleof it is, 


The Prelatical:Charch-Man the Phanatical Kirk-Man, oy a 
Vindication of be Awtbor of the Sufferings of the Church of Scotland, 


This is a ſhort Vindication of ſuch of the Clergy as our Author had at- 
tempted to wound in their Reputation, by his groundleſs and malici. 
ous Aſperfions. But much about this time, or a lictle before, there was 
a Diſcourſe publiſh'd, which, tho it was not defign'd asan Anſwer to 
this ſcurrilous Pampbletr, it having been publiſh'd before it careabtoad, 
yet contains.ſuch Matters of Fa@ as do fully anſwer all the Calumnics 
of this Accuſer, and it relates the Hiſtory of the Perſecution fo impar. 
tially, as that it defies the ContradiQion of the moi effronted Adver- 
ſary.

The occaſion and d:fign of this undertaking, was this, When the Pres. 
bytertan Party had barbarouſly and intiumnanly treated the Epiſcopal 
Clergy of that Kingdom, when their Rabble had turn'd out of their 
Churches by Foxce and Violence, above 300 Minilters in the Southern 
and Weſtetn Countries, and had driven them-in the midſt of Winer, 
with their Wives/and tender Children, from their. Houſcs and places: 
of abode-z and when they had got ſuch Miniſters, as their Rabbe could: 
not xeach, deprived of their Livings by a Sentence of their Civil Tudi- 
catorics, and-by this means had expos'd them to all the Miferies of Þo- 


verty,and Want 3 yet all this was not enough to fatisfie their implacte 


ble Malice, but after they had thus cruelly treated their Perſons at 
home, they. endcavoured to murther them in their Fane and Repu» 


tation abroad z for here in England they induſtriouſlyPrinted and dit" 


perled 
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ſperſed Papers, under the pretence of giving an account of the Tran(- 
aQions in Scotland at that. time, which contain'd a number of mali- 
cious and bitter InveRives againſt the deprived Epiſcopal Clergy of 
that Nation, repreſenting many of them to have been deprived for grots 
Scandals and Immoralities in their Lives, and impudently denyed the 
many Afﬀronts and Indignities that were done them by the Rabblez and 
by this Method they thought not only to render our Clergy odious to 
the Engliſh Nation, but alſo to make the World believe there was no ſuch 
thing as a Perſecution raiſed againli them, and that all the noile about 
it was nothing clſe but the Clamours and Qut-cries of a Party diſaffe- 
ted to the Government. 

The Epiſcopal Clergy therefore ſeeing that theſe malicious Lies and 
Calumnics gained credit daily with People in Exgland, who were alto- 
gether Strangers to theſe Tranſa&ions, and being ina ſhort time ſenſible 
how much they (ſuffered in their Fame and Reputation upon this account 
(than which nothing ought to be more dear and facred to Men of their 


Prof. (fion); found it altogether neceſſary to vindicate themſelves from 


the Aſperlions caſt upon them by their Enemies, and to publiſh a true and 
impartial Account of their Sufferings, that the World might not any lon- 
ger be impoſed upon in the Hiltory of theſe Tranſations. And fo they 
publith'd this account of the Perſecution in Four Letters, which do very 
fully and impartially r-late a' great many Matters of Fact concerning the 
ſaid Perſecution 3 how it was at firſt begun by the Rabble in the Weltern 
Shires, how they were animated and inticed thereto by their Paſtors and 
Teachers, and how at la{t the Presbyterians having got the Government 
of the Kingdom in their hands, di4 proſccute the Epiſcopal Clergy in 
their!/Civil Courts with ſuch open Partiality and Injultice, as if they had 
ſcem'd,re(olv'd never to deny it. | 

This Treatiſe no ſooner appear'd abroad, than People eafily ſaw how 
much they had been impoſed upon by former Accounts, and being now 
fully convinc'd of the Truth of the Perſecution, began to have ſome Pity 
and Compaſſion towards thoſe Reverend Perlons that were thus expos'd 
to the Fury and blind Rige ofan oppolite and bigotted Faction, But the 
reſtleſs Spirit of that Party was ſtill at work to run down this Account of 
the Perſccution as falſe, and: to perſuade the World, that the Matters of 
Fi related thercin had not the leaſt ſhadow of Truth in them, How- 
ever, in a ſhort time their Impudence in denying fo boldly theſe known 
Matters of Fat was ſoon baffled, and they them(ſclves were quite con- 
founded af the light of another Ticatiſe which came out very ſhortly af-

"Our Author has likewiſe inſerted all the publick As and Procla- 

mations ,of the Convention and Parliament, relating to the Clergy, by 

reading of which, you'll in ſomemeaſure. perceive, with what open Par- 
tiality and Injuftice they were treated by the Presbyterian Governours at

A further,continua:ion of the Hiſtory of this Perſecution we have under

1. Atate Lenterconcerging the Sufftrings of the Epiſcopal Clergy .in Scotland. 


This .xclates only tothe Perſecution of ſuch Miniſters as lived in-the 
Pregbyterie of Stranraver in_the Shire of Galloway, of which the former 
Treatiſe had promiſed us a fuller accqunt, fince it was only hinted at there, 
Here we have a brief Narrative of the condition of that place for ſome 
few Y.cars,þeforeghis laſt Perſecution aroſe 3 he tells us, in what Peace 
and Tranguillity they lived fos a confidexable time before the Indulgence 
granted by B. Famer 3 how that before the publiſhing of that, there were 
rot aÞove. two Diſſenters in the whole. Presbyteric of Stranraver, but all 
Peop'e wenk regularly apd orderly to Church, nay even the Presbyterian 
Minjliers themlelyes were, conſtant hearexs of the Epiſcopal Clergy in 
their Parilh;Churches. But. no ſeoner-was this Indulgence. proclaimed, 
than the Presbyterian Miniſters erected ſeparate Congareationd, and by 
infuſing ſcditious Principles into the Minds of the giddy Multitnde, did

in a ſhort time transform the Country into a Wilderneſs of Savage Beaſt<, 
He deduces their Hiſtory in ſhore till the commencement of the Perſecu- 
tion againſt the Clergy, and then informs us of a greatmany Barbaritics 
that were committed: upon thum by the Rabble, I will not here trouble 
your Paticnce with informing you of any of the tragical Stories related 
both in-this and the former Accounts, but rather adviſe you to read the 
Accounts themſelves, where you'll find the Presbyterians charged, and 
that juGly too,: with ſuch monſiruous Barbarities, as the moſt ſavage In- 
fidels would have been alham'd to commit. 

There are two other ſhort Treatiſes in Print, which, tho they do not 
immediately concern the Hiltory of the Perſecution, yet fince they have 
a reference to the Principles and PraQticcs of our Scorch Presbyterians, I 
thought fit to ſend you this: ſhort Account of them, The firſt, which 
was publiſh'd a.confiderable time before the Diſcourſe laſt mention'd, goes 
under this Title, 


Some Dreſtions reſolved concerning Epiſcopal and Presbyterian Govern- 
ment in Scotland. 


Our Author's defign in this Diſcourſe, is to prove that the Presbyterian 
Government was not by Law (ctled for many Years after the Proteſtant 
Religion had the legal Eſtabliſhment in that Kingdom, and that it was 
never ſetkd in the Church of Scotland, without reſtraint from tumultuous 
times3 all which he unanſ{werably proves from our Records of Parlia- 
ment and our befi Hiſtorians and further ſhews, that even at preſent, it 
is very far from being agreeable to the Inclinations of the People, the Balis 
upon Which it is now erected, He ſhews likewiſe that the Principles of 
Presbyterians allow no Liberty of Conſcience to any that difſcnt from 
them, and' clearly demonſtrates that their Principles are utterly deſtru- 
&ive to the legal Monarchy of that Kingdom. He further proves that 
the Penal Laws in Scotland againit the Presbyterians, had nothing of Per- 
ſccutien in them, aud he fully vindicates the Epiſcopal Clergy trom bc- 
ing any ways concern'd in the Suffcrings which they fo grievouſly com- 
plain of. - He has likewiſe given us an Account of the Behaviour of the 
Church of Scotland, in reference to the Deſigns of taking away the Penal 
Laws againſt Papifts, and ſhewn us how induſtrious and active the Pres- 
byterians were in promoting the Deligns for taking away the legal Re- 
ſtraints againſt Papiſis, So that in this Treatiſe you may mcet with a full 
and (atisfaQtory Anſwer to all the Calumnies and Aſperfions which the 
Presbyterians have in their Pamphlets of late maliciouſly thrown upon 
our Clergy.

A Vindication of the Church of Scottand, being an Anſwer to 4 Paper, 
Intituled, Some Dneſt ions concerning Epiſcopal and Presbyterial Go- 
vernment in Scotland, wherein the later is vindicated from the Ar- 
guments and Calumnies of that Author, and t'e former 'is made 
appear to be a Stranger in that Nation. By a Miniſter of the Church 
of Scotland, as it is now Eſtabliſhed by L aw. 


In which the Author pretends to prove, that the Anſwers given to theſe 
Queliions by his Adverfary are altogether falſe and erroneous 3 but the 
purtormance is very much diſproportion'd to the ſtrength and mrrits of 
the Diſcourfe he undertakes to attack, as you may calily diſcover by 
comparing them together, | 
Having thus far inform'd you of the Diſcourſes that relate the Hiſtory 
of our Scotch Perſecution, as it was acted. by the: Laity, viz. the Rab-, 
ble and Presbyterian Governours : I come in the next place ty acquaint 
you with thoſe Treatiſes which contain that Scene of the Perſecution 
wherein the Presbyterian Clergy were the Principal and only ' Actors. 
It is true that mm the former part of this Tragical Sccne, their Miniſters 
werc not bare SpeRitors of the Sufferings of the Epiicopal Clergy 
nay on the contrary, they took occalion io all their publ'ck appearances 
at that time, from their Pulpits and elſcwhere, to incite and fiir up the 
Rabble to the commiſſion of all theſe Cruelties and Qutrages upon the 
perſons of thoſe Reverend and Worthy Men, by calling it the glorious 
work of Reformation, and telling them, that they were carrying on 
the work, of the Lord, and that God would certainly reward them for 
the great fervices they were then doing, to his Church and Kingdom. 
Whereas it had been more for their perſonal Credjt and Repuration, 
and mo:e ſuitable to the CharaCter they aſſume to themſelves, vf being 
Miniſters of 1he Gofpel of Peace, to have reprcfled the fury of the Rabble, 
and to have relirained them from theſe Infolencies and barbarities which 
they were aQing in ſeveral corrers of the Ringdom, .

which I ſhall have occaſion to mention afterwards. But the Author of 
theſe Remarks has taken the pains to colle& ſeveral of this Vindicator's 
Falſhoods and ContradiQions, with which every Page of his Book doth 
abound, and which may be ſufficient to dire& us in paſſing our Judg» 
ment on the whole; he ſh:ws, how in ſome: places he jultihes or excu- 
ſes the greateſt Barbarities of the Presbyterian Rabble, and in other pla- 
ces diſowns and condemns them ; { that he is not aſham'd to contra- 
di& himſelf at every turn, It's probable that ere long you. may ſee this 
Vindicator more ſeverely chaſlis'd, as he truly deſerves, and therefore. 
T'll crouble you with no further Account of him at preſent, but leave him 
to the Corre@ion of thoſe that are chicfly concern'd to take notice of his 
Infolence, and ſhall conclude with this one Remark. That it theſe Men 
were in carneſt to anſwer the Hiſtorical Relations of the Perſecution pubs 


Tiſhed by the Epiſcopal Clergy, the moſt effetual and ſatisfaGory way of 


confuting theſe Accounts, were to examin upon Oath before an impar- 
tial Judicatory, the Witneſſes that attelt all theſe publick Declarations 
printed in the Caſe of the affified Clergy; and if they difown the truth of 
theſe Relations, or if the Miniſters be not able to prove their ſeveral De- 
clarations by ſufficient and unexceptionable Witneſſes, let them ever at- 
ter be reputed as Men infamous for Lying and Calumny, This, me- 
thinks, is a fair way of dealing, and ſuch as that Party oughtnot in rea- 
ſon to refuſe, fince they have the Governm:nt of the Nation in theic 
hands, and may eafily put it toa Tryal when they pleaſe. And till they 
do this, they muſt excuſe the World to believe thefe Accounts. of the Pcr- 
ſecution to be true and genuine Relations, and to proceed neither from 
Malice nor Reveoge. 

The next Period of the Hiſtory of our Scatch Affairs, relates to the 
Viſitation of the UYniverſitics, and other inferior Schools of. Learning. 
The Presbyterian Miniſters never thought themſelves ſecure, were never

but at laſt their Importunity was giatify'd. and an Aﬀof Parliament 
publiſh'd, conſticuting a Commiſſion for viſiting the Univerſities and 
othex,Schools and Seminaries of Learning within, the Kingdom, This 

Commillion divided themſelves. into ſeveral Committees for viliting the 

particular Univerlicies, , who were to make report to the General Com: 

miſſion -of the Qualitications and Behaviour of the Profeſſors and Re- 
gents in cach Univerſity, And what the Mcthods cf their proceeding in 
this Viſitation were, you may ealily learn from the Hiſtory of what they 

did in relation to the Colledge of Edinburgh. It goes under this Title,

It would not fatishe their Malice to ſtrip them 
of their places and preferments, but they muſt likewiſe contrive ſome 
ways toruin their Fame and Reputation, the better to palliate their own

{fkewiſe' to' future Ages. It was this ſort of treatment that obliged 
the Profeſſors of the Colledge of Edinburgh, to publiſh a true Narrative 
of the Proceedings in their Viſitation, that they might vindicate them- 
ſelves from the aſperſions caſt upon them by theſe Libels, and let the 
World ſee, that the greateſt Crimes their Adverſaries had againſt them 
were their Sallaries and Revenues.

The occation of publiſhiog this TraR, as. I am inform'd, was this. 
You may obſerve that the Presbyterians of: Scotland in all their Vindica- 
tions, endeavour. {0 jultific their Proceedings againſt 'the Orthodox 
Clergy with this Topick, | by:-pretending that a great many of them were 
turn'd out mecrly tor their Ignorance and Inſufficiency. This was the 
great Telt by which the Prcsbyterian Teachers pretended to proceed in 
Jaudging-and Depriving ſuch of the Epiſcopal Clergy as condeſcended 
to appear before | their. Aſſemblics. Upon: this account therefore, it 
ſcems, the;Publiſher of this Treatiſe thought it convenient, to inform

And truly no 
wonder, if they conſider with what: abhorrence and indignation their 
ePoſterity will remember them 3 that they ſhould have been ſuch Hoſtes 
Patrie, Cuch open and declared Enemicsto' their Native Cotintry, as 
by their violent Proceedings to baniſh therefrom Men who were the 
Glory and Ornament of their Nation.

take it as a ccrtain ſign of, Salvation, that in their life-time they never 
heard a Carate preach. Theſe are ſuch firong Deluſtons and Infatuations, 
that it's eaſie to gueſs by what Spirit they are thus ated. In the next 
place he dc(cribes the peeviſh ard unccnveaſible Tenpcr of their Pa- 
fiorsz how they have cnflav'd themiclves ſo wholly to the Hymors of 
their People, that, to gratific them, they muſt diveſt themſelves of com- 
mon Civility, as well as Chriſtian Charity. He ſhews that their Pre- 
tences to Learning go no further than to underſtard the Dodtrines of 
Election ard Reprqbation, and how by their indiſcreet Sermons upon 
this Subj, thcy often drive many of the ignorant Multitude into ſuch 
a high deſpair of God's Mercy, as to make them lay violent hands on 
themſelves, and this they call The Saving of Souls, They infuſe into 
the Minds of their Hearcrs ſordid and low Notions of the high and eter- 
nal God; they repreſent him as a (cvere and unmerciful Being, and have 
not the Prudence to intermix God's Offers of Mercy with his Threat- 
nings. They not only force their Followers into Deſpair, but likewiſe 
ſometimes encourage them in dirc& Impieties, by telling them, that if 
they be among the number of the EJe&, they may be guilty of the grea- 
teſt Sins without hazarding their Salvation. They talk of the greateſt 
MybGetiesof Religion in ſuch homely, coarſe, and ridiculous Expreſſions, 
as are; very unſuitable to the Gravity and Solemnity with which theſe 
ſacred Myſtezies ought to be treated. And all theſe Particulars the 
Author of this Treatiſe proves againſt them by ſuch, undeniable Inſtan- 
ces, that I believe they'll hardly be ſo bold as to offer to confute them, 
leaſt thereby they expole themſelves to the greater Scorn and Derifion.

pollute .and prophaned; and not to improve it toſuch a bad. uſe, as I 
x00 much fear ſome of our open Prophaners of all Religion will ke in- 
clin'd to do. I know you have more juſt and adequate Notions of the 
Divine Majeſty, and of the Myſteries of our Holy Religion, than to en» 
textain the mearer Thoughts of theſe holy and ſacred things, becauſe you 
ſce-them prophan'd in this manner by the Mouths of fuch ſordid and 
filly. Cxeatures'3 you know that Pearls calt before the Swine loſe no- 
thing of their intrinfick Worth and Value, I muſt therefore intreat 
you to improve the 1eaging of this Treatiſe to the true deſign for which 
it was publiſh'd, viz. That all good Men, being rightly intorm'd of the 
preſent Miſcry and Deſolation of the Church of Scotland, and being ſen- 
ſible of the great Detrimcnt that accrues thereby tg Religion in general,
